They are two cornerstones to the golden legacy of Dodger baseball, 
each with the gift of mesmerizing an audience in their unique styles: 

When Vin Scully and Tom Lasorda embarked on their professional 
careers, their first stop was Dodgertown, an abandoned World War II 
Naval air station in Florida which was converted into a spring training 
facility. 

Scully was a Fordham University graduate, looking for his niche in 
the world of broadcasting. He played ball as a youngster, but 
eventually realized his talent was sitting behind a microphone. 

Although Lasorda wasn't blessed with a blazing fastball while 
growing up as a left-handed pitching prospect, his guile and unwavering 
spirit would define his many roles in the Dodger organization as a 
player, scout, coach, manager and 
executive. Always the catalyst, the 
Pennsylvania native relished the 
underdog role and his tales of 
adventure on and off the field 
always rivaled Ripley's 
"Believe it or Not". 

Scully's assignment , 
with the Dodgers never 
changed throughout the 
years. His broadcast 
booth became ad 
makeshift reviewing (@ik 
stand as the daily W 
parade of major leaguers ¥ 
went by. As the prodigy of 
another famous redhead, 
Hall of Famer Red Barber, © 
Scully could quote | 
Shakespeare and Dizzy Dean 
in the same sentence. His 
velvet voice brought a gentle 
breeze to many a_ hot 
summer afternoon at Ebbets 
Field and later Dodger 
Stadium. 


If Scully represented the , 
tranquility of the game, 
Lasorda mirrored its | 
competitive side. Whether | 
or not his knockdown y 
pitchers were intentional, || 
the crafty southpaw never t 
walked away from a good } 
fight.

Dodger franchise as their wens: Sa, 
careers progressed. Although 
Scully considered himself "a mere observer," his 

signature calls stamped some of baseball's greatest moments. From 
a Sandy Koufax perfect game to Kirk Gibson's World Series home run, 
Scully's voice turned those brief moments into a soundtrack for the 
ages. 

When given the spotlight, Lasorda convinced everyone he actually 
bled Dodger blue. His 20 years as the Los Angeles manager became 
"The Lasorda Era," featuring a daily mix of fun, motivation; comedy and 
strategy, Lasorda's office became a melting pot where Hollywood stars 
could mingle with his players - and nobody ever walked away hungry. 

As they begin their 50th years in the Dodger organization, Scully 
and Lasorda are respectful of each other's place in history as 
members of the Baseball Hall of Fame. 

"There are two things about Tommy | will always remember," Scully 
said. "The»first is his boundless enthusiasm. | mean, Tommy would 
get up in the morning full of beans and maintain that for as long as 
he was with anybody else. 

"The other thing was his determination. He was a fellow..with 
limited ability and he pushed himselfto be.a very, very.good Triple-A 
pitcher. He never quite had that extra something that makes a major 
leaguer, but it wasn't because he didn’t try. Those are some of the 
things: his competitive spirit,;his determination and above all, this 
boundless energy and self-belief.” 

Asked about Scully's contribution to Dodger baseball, the former 
manager “quietly chuckles when recalling their first meeting at 
Dodgertown. 

"Vinny was an aspiring young sportscaster and | was an aspiring 
left-hander with hopes and dreams,” he said. "Vinny became the 
greatest sportscaster in the country, and | struggled for many, many 
years as a left-handed pitcher.

THE VOICE 
OF BASEBALL 


Without historical perspective, 
there is a natural tendency to dub 
the head of one's generation as the 
"greatest of all time.” 

Although he developed into a Hall 
of Fame baseball announcer, Vin 
Scully didn't invent the conversational 
play-by-play style which millions of 
Dodger fans adopted as part of their 
daily routine. The seeds of Scully's 
encyclopedic baseball knowledge 
» were planted long before the major 

leagues expanded west of the 

. . Mississippi. 
As an impressionable New York youngster, Scully worshiped Giants’ 
home-run slugger Mel Ott. He marveled at the sounds emanating from 
the furniture-sized radio in his family's living room. 

The weekly college football games first drew Scully to the radio like 
a magnet. After falling in love with baseball, Scully penned a grammar- 
school essay proclaiming that he one day would like to become a 
sports announcer. 

"| used to live on the fifth floor of a walk-up apartment,” Scully said. 
"As kids, we would play stickball inthe mornings during the summer. 
They would then cool off in the alley between apartment houses 
where it was nice and shady. | might be upstairs in the house to get 
something and | would turn the radio on. And | would open the window 
and do play-by-play from the fifth-floor window down to the kids in the 
alley. This would only be for a few minutes, but | would do it to let them 
know what was going on. 

"And then when | was in high school and college and an outfielder 
of sorts, | would stand out there and actually do the play-by-play of a 
game | was playing." 

During Scully's youth, 
the most distinctive 
radio voice belonged to 
Red Barber, whose # 
Southern accent and 4 
homespun tales gave 
a distinctive flavor to 
Brooklyn Dodger 
broadcasts. Barber's 
ability to entertain an 
audience for hours 
on a daily basis 
attracted Scully to 
the theater of radio. 

Scully graduated | 
from Fordham | 
University and Jif 
eventually landed a 
prized job as 
backup announcer . 
on the Dodger broadcasts. Barber made 
Scully his pupil and often gave professional and paternal advice. 
Already impressed by Barber's easygoing delivery on the air, the 
veteran's daily preparation also made a big impression. 

"| was aware after the first few times | heard my voice that | was 
better if | saw things with my eyes and not with my heart," Scully said. 
"| didn't want to allow emotion to color my broadcasting and the way 
| would weigh facts. The first thing | had to do was say to myself,

Although Barber left the Dodgers after the 1953 season, his 
influence remained with Scully as he developed into one of the 
premier broadcasters of his generation. 

When the Dodgers moved to Los Angeles in 1958, Scully's voice 
and stories made visitors to the cavernous 90,000-seat Coliseum 
carry their portable transistor radios. Just as Brooklyn's "Boys of 
Summer" ballclubs gave Scully a great moment to describe in his early 
career, so did the Los Angeles crew, which won championships in 
1959, 1963 and 1965. 

"Vin Scully taught people about baseball in Los Angeles," said 
former general manager Buzzie Bavasi. "Even those who didn't know 
about the sport liked to hear him on the radio. He was the most 
important person in making the Dodgers as popular as they are 
today.” 

Perhaps Scully's most endearing quality is familiarity. No matter 
which generation to which a Dodger fan belongs, the soundtrack to 
their memories in Los Angeles has always been Scully's. 

Somehow, he knew just what to say on Roy Campanella Night, 
Sandy Koufax's perfect game, consecutive scoreless innings streaks 
by Don Drysdale and Orel Hershiser, "Fernandomania" and Kirk 
Gibson's miracle World Series home run. 

In 1976, the Dodgers 
conducted a vote among their 
fans, asking to name "The ~ — 
Most Memorable Personality" | 
in Los Angeles history. Scully , 
won by a landslide. He jf 
officially received his ticket to ‘e 
Cooperstown in 1982 as 
recipient of the Hall of Fame's § 
Ford C. Frick broadcasting jj 
award. 

"Vin is the very best there 
ever was," said former major 
league manager Sparky § 
Anderson. "There was a gift @ 
given to him - no one could 
ever argue that point. You 
couldn't possibly work at 
becoming that good. You have 
to start with a gift, and he* 
did." 


THE ARTFUL 
DODGER 


When Tommy Lasorda broke 
into organized baseball, he wasn't ; 
a high-priced Bonus’ Baby } 
earmarked for stardom. 

Instead, the 5-foot-10, 175- 
pound lefthanded pitching 
prospect barely received a } 
passing glance during his first 
spring training at Dodgertown. } 

Those humble beginnings { 
sparked within Lasorda a ' 
competitive spirit, which still 
burns 50 years later as a 
distinguished member of 3am 
baseball's Hall of Fame. 

Lasorda's story is one of survival and 
persistence, of heartaches and humor. Of the Zooper minor 
leaguers who were at Vero Beach and competing for jobs in the late 
1940s, only Lasorda is still active with the Dodger organization. 

Although his major league career consisted of only 26 games with 
Brooklyn and the Kansas City Athletics, Lasorda's plight as a brash 
rookie became the backdrop to one of his favorite stories. 

In 1955, Dodger General Manager Buzzie Bavasi had to make 
room for a wild left-handed pitcher, whose contract stipulated that he 
remain on the major league roster for at least two seasons. That 
prospect was Sandy Koufax, whose greatness wouldn't surface until 
the next decade. 

Bavasi called Lasorda into his office and explained his roster 
dilemma. He asked Lasorda which pitcher should be sent to the 
minor leagues, Lasorda wished farewell to Koufax, until he was 
overruled by Bavasi. 

"| can honestly say it took one of the greatest left-handed pitchers 
in baseball to knock me off that Brooklyn club!" Lasorda would later 
boast. 


After his pitching career ended with 
the Dodgers’ Triple-A Spokane team in 
1960, scouting director Al Campanis 
offered Lasorda a chance to become 
a scout. As Lasorda searched the 
country for talent, he crafted his 
powers of persuasion when 
describing the Dodger tradition to 
potential free agents. 

When Bavasi decided in 1965 
to make Lasorda a manager at 
rookie-level Pocatello, Idaho, he 
told the new skipper that 

developing prospects was 

more important than winning 

ballgames. Lasorda was 
excited at the new challenge, 
but realized he couldn't change 
his attitude in the dugout. 

In his autobiography, The Artful 
Dodger, Lasorda recalled his 
reaction to Bavasi's winning-is- 
secondary advice. 

"Telling me | didn't have to win 
» was like telling the Wright brothers 
* to take a train," he wrote. "I'd 


spent my entire life striving to win, tm 
fighting to win, | didn't know any other 
way. | understood that my primary job

During Lasorda's 20-year reign &

Rupert Murdoch was born in Melbourne, Australia, in March 1931. He 
graduated from Oxford University in 1953 and, after working at the Daily 
Express in London, returned to Australia. 

In 1954, Mr. Murdoch took control of News Limited, an Australian-based 
public corporation whose only key asset at the time was a majority interest 
in the No, 2 daily newspaper in Adelaide, South Australia. 

Mr. Murdoch's company acquired the Daily Mirror in Sydney in 1960 and, 
in 1964, launched a national newspaper, The Australian. In 1969, Mr. 
Murdoch ventured into the United Kingdom, acquiring the Sunday paper, 
News of the World, and later The Sun newspaper. In the 1980s, the 
company purchased The Times and Sunday Times and HarperCollins, one 
of the world’s major book publishers. News Corporation's publishing 
interests also include TV Guide, the biggest-selling weekly magazine in the 
United States; The New York Post and The Weekly Standard. 

In 1984, Mr. Murdoch was awarded the Companion of the Order of 
Australia (A.C.) for services to the media and to newspaper publishing in 
particular. 

News Corporation purchased Twentieth Century Fox Film Corporation in 
1985. The following year, the company purchased six television stations 
from Metromedia, creating the FOX Television Station Group, which formed 
the foundation for the launch of the FOX Broadcasting Company (FOX). 
Today, FOX is firmly established as a major U.S. television network and is 
home to the National Football League, the National Hockey League and 
Major League Baseball. 

In January 1997, News Corporation acquired New World 
Communications Group, resulting in the expansion of the FOX Television 
Station Group to 22 owned-and-operated stations, including 11 within the 
top 12 U.S. markets. FOX Television Stations is now the largest station 
group in the country, with a combined reach of 40 percent of U.S. television 
households. 

News Corporation is the major shareholder of British Sky Broadcasting, 
the United Kingdom's first satellite broadcasting operation, which was 
launched in 1989. BSkyB is regarded as the world’s most successful direct- 
to-home satellite broadcaster, providing more than 40 channels of movies, 
news, sports and entertainment programming in the United Kingdom and 
the Republic of Ireland, 

Through its ownership in Hong Kong-based STAR TV, the first and only 
pan-Asian satellite broadcast service, acquired in 1993, News Corporation 
provides a variety of locally oriented programming services to more than 
260 million people across Asia, the Indian subcontinent and the Middle 
East. 

In November 1995, News Corporation, Globo Participacoes Ltda., Grupo 
Televisa and Tele-Communications International announced a strategic 
alliance to develop, own and operate direct-to-home satellite television 
services throughout Latin America and the Caribbean Basin. In November 
1996, the first of these services was Jaunched in Brazil under the brand 
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MURDOCH (Continued) 


name Sky Entertainment Services, with service to Mexico Jaunched in 
1997. 

In October 1996, News Corporation launched the FOX News Channel, a 
24-hour news service, which now reaches 32 million cable and satellite 
homes in the United States, and has just begun expansion to international 
markets. 

In 1996, Mr. Murdoch announced plans to further expand News 
Corporation's successful direct-to-home satellite broadcast business in 
Japan. Perfect/Sky Broadcasting commenced operations in May 1998 with 
partners Softbank Corporation, Sony Corporation and Fuji Television 
Network, Inc. 

In June 1997, FOX/Liberty Networks, a joint venture with News 
Corporation announced the formation of a national sports programming 
service, which now reaches 62 million homes branded under the name FOX 
Sports Net. The new business, owned equally by FOX/Liberty and 
Cablevision, is the first truly national, regional and toca! supplier of sports 
programming. One of FOX Sports Net's regional networks, FOX Sports Net 
West 2, will televise 80 Dodgers games in 1999. 

In September 1997, a joint venture of News Corporation acquired 
International Family Entertainment, which included The Family Channel, one 
of the United State's largest advertiser-supported basic cable television 
networks, currently reaching over 73 million television households. 

In March 1998, the FOX Group, a unit of News Corporation. purchased 
the Los Angeles Dodgers baseball team. Soon thereafter, FOX acquired a 
40 percent interest in STAPLES Center in Los Angeles and minority 
interests in the Los Angeles Lakers basketball team and the Los Angeles 
Kings hockey team. 

With his hand now firmly in the world’s sports scene, Murdoch was 
named by The Sporting News as the “most powerful person In sports” in 
1998. He also received the same honor in 1994 and *95. 

In November 1998, News Corporation made a public offering of 
approximately 20 percent of Fox Entertainment Group. 

Mr. Murdoch holds the title of Chairman and Chief Executive Officer of 
The News Corporation Limited, which today is one of the world's largest 
vertically integrated media companies. News Corporation's global 
operations include newspaper and magazine publishing on three 
continents, significant book publishing interests and major motion picture 
and television production and distribution operations, as well as television, 
satellite and cable broadcast operations in the United States, Europe, Asia, 
Australia and Latin America. 

Since 1989, Mr. Murdoch has been a member of the Board of Directors 
of Phillip Morris Companies, Inc. 

Throughout the history of News Corporation, Mr. Murdoch and his family 
have been closely involved with, and made generous contributions to, 
various educational, cultural, medical and charitable organizations 
throughout the United States, United Kingdom, Australia, Asia and Israel. 

Mr. Murdoch has four children. 
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The Brooklyn Dodgers and Cincinnati Reds were the first clubs 
to appear on television when an NBC experimental station 
televised both games of a doubleheader on Aug. 26, 1939.

Peter Chernin was named President and Chief Operating Officer of News 
Corporation in October 1996. In addition, he is Chairman and Chief 
Executive Officer of the FOX Group, which consists of the North American 
Operations of News Corporation. 

Mr. Chernin is also a member of the Board of News Corporation and of 
the Office of the Chairman, which has management responsibility for the 
worldwide operations of News Corporation. 

Under Mr. Chernin, Twentieth Century Fox developed and produced 
“Titanic,” the top-grossing movie of all time with a worldwide box office of 
over $1.8 billion. Fox has produced or distributed a total of three of the top 
five worldwide box office hits of all time (including “Independence Day,” 
$810 million, and “Star Wars,” $780 million). In 1998 (calendar year), Fox 
was the No, 1 studio in worldwide box office with an all-time record $2.69 
billion in receipts. 

Also under Mr. Chernin, FOX Broadcasting Company became the No, 2 
ranked network among the key demographic of 18-49 year-olds and 
Twentieth Television, the network arm of FOX, became the No. 1 supplier of 
programming to all television networks. 

Mr. Chernin also has had oversight of FOX's tremendous growth in 
sports, cable and general entertainment television programming and 
distribution in the U.S. and overseas. 

FOX is the key U.S. player in television sports via the network's National 
Football League and Major League Baseball broadcasts and through the 
newly-formed FOX Sports Net, a regional and national cable network 
reaching 62 million households and which controls long-term rights to 71 
of the 75 U.S. professional sports teams. Fox also recently purchased the 
Los Angeles Dodgers, purchased a 40 percent interest in STAPLES Center 
and minority interests in the Los Angeles Lakers basketball team and the 
Los Angeles Kings hockey club. 

Also under FOX is its interest in the newly-branded FOX Family Channel, 
which is one of the 10 most widely distributed cable networks with 73 
million homes. 

In the international area, FOX and News Corporation are the leading 
satellite and cable broadcasters in the United Kingdom, Latin America, Asia 
and Australia, reaching nearly 75 percent of the world’s television 
audience. 

Previously, Mr, Chernin served as Chairman and Chief Executive Officer 
of Fox Filmed Entertainment since November 1992. As Chairman and Chief 
Executive Officer, Mr. Chernin oversaw all aspects of the studio's worldwide 
feature film production, marketing and distribution activities as well as 
worldwide operations for Fox Video, the studio's home video division. 

Under Mr. Chernin's tenure as Chairman, Twentieth Century Fox 
released such hit films as “Titanic,” “There's Something About Mary,” “The 
Full Monty,” “Independence Day,” “Mrs. Doubtfire,” “Speed,” “True Lies,” 
“Die Hard with a Vengeance” and “Waiting to Exhale.” The company also 
laid the foundation for increased production and distribution by Fox 2000, 
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a mini-studio focusing on general entertainment, Fox Animation Studios and 
Fox Searchlight Pictures, which produces specialized films aimed at 
sophisticated adult audiences. 

Prior to serving as Chairman and Chief Executive Officer of Fox Filmed 
Entertainment, Mr. Chernin was President of the Fox Entertainment Group 
of FOX Broadcasting Company, where he directed FOX's programming, 
advertising, publicity, promotion and business affairs departments. Under 
his leadership from February 1989 until November 1992, FOX aired such 
hits as “The Simpsons,” “Beverly Hills, 90210,” “In Living Color,” 
“Herman's Head,” “Martin,” “Roc” and “Cops.” During his tenure, the 
network went from programming 2 nights to programming 7 nights, late 
night and a 6-days-per-week children’s block. 

Mr. Chernin joined FOX from Lorimar Film Entertainment, where he 
served as President and Chief Operating Officer and was responsible for 
the company’s motion pictures activities, including production, marketing, 
distribution, foreign and business affairs. During his tenure at Lorimar, Mr. 
Chernin supervised a slate of 15 films including “Dangerous Liaisons,” 
“Running On Empty,” "See You in the Morning,” and “Action Jackson.” 

Prior to joining Lorimar, Mr. Chernin served as Executive Vice President, 
Programming and Marketing for Showtime/The Movie Channel Inc. and was 
responsible for development, scheduling, planning, consumer marketing, 
public relations, creative services and business affairs. While at 
Showtime/The Movie Channel, Mr. Chernin played a pivotal role in bringing 
such original television series as “It’s Garry Shandling’s Show,” “Brothers” 
and “The Paper Chase” to the air. 


CHASE CAREY 


CHAIRMAN auBCES, 


Chase Carey serves as Co-Chief Operating Officer of The News 
Corporation and Chairman and Chief Executive Officer of FOX Television. 
With the issuing of the Fox Entertainment Group Initial Public Offering in 
November 1998, Mr. Carey also assumed the title of Co-Chief Operating 
Officer, Fox Entertainment Group. He plays a key role in developing and 
implementing the strategy for News Corporation's growth, as well as 
overseeing operations of the News Corporation business units. Mr. Carey 
also is responsible for all operations of FOX Television, which includes FOX 
Broadcasting Company, FOX Television Stations Inc., Twentieth Television's 
domestic syndication unit and FOX Television's cable interests. In addition, 
he supervises the News Corporation satellite platforms. 

Mr. Carey was named Co-Chief Operating Officer of News Corporation in 
1996 and Chairman and Chief Executive Officer of FOX Television in 1994. 
He also serves in a fiveman Office of the Chairman under News 
Corporation's Chairman and Chief Executive, Rupert Murdoch. Mr. Carey is 
also a member of the Board of Directors of News Corporation. 

Mr. Carey joined FOX Inc. as Executive Vice President in 1988, served 
as Chief Financial Officer, and assumed the title of Chief Operating Officer 
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in February 1992. His responsibilities in that position included overseeing 
the management and expansion of FOX Inc. and its affiliated operating 
companies: 20th Century Fox Film Corporation, Twentieth Television, FOX 
Broadcasting Company and FOX Television Stations Inc. He was the driving 
force behind FOX's broadcast agreements with the National Football 
League, the National Hockey League and Major League Baseball, played a 
pivotal role in FOX's agreements with New World Communications and 
International Family Entertainment and in the building of FOX Sports Net, 
FOX/Liberty’s national sports cable network. 

Mr. Carey was also instrumental in the FOX Group's recent acquisition 
of the Los Angeles Dodgers as well as Fox's minority stakes in STAPLES 
Center, the Los Angeles Kings and Los Angeles Lakers. He is also key to 
the company's ongoing expansion into new business areas, including 
international television and cable initiatives in Asia and Latin America. 

For his. influence in the world of sports, The Sporting News ranked him 
as the sixth “most powerful person in sports” in 1998, 

Prior to joining FOX, Mr. Carey worked at Columbia Pictures in several 
executive positions, including President of Pay/Cable and Home 
Entertainment and Executive Vice President of Columbia Pictures 
International. He also served in a variety of executive capacities at The 
Coca-Cola Company, and was a member of the Board of Directors of 
RCA/Columbia Pictures Home Video, Bell & Howell/ Columbia/Paramount 
Video Services and the Walter Reade Organization. He began his career at 
the firms Booz, Allen & Hamilton and Price Waterhouse. 

Mr. Carey, a 1981 graduate of Harvard Business School, received his 
bachelor's degree from Colgate University in 1976. Mr. Carey also currently 
serves on the boards of Gateway 2000 and Colgate University. 


BOB GRAZIANO 


Bob Graziano enters his 14th season with the Los Angeles Dodgers and 
his second as the club's President and Chief Executive Officer. He was pro- 
moted to his current position on March 19, 1998, upon the closing of the 
sale of the Dodgers to the FOX Group. 

Graziano is responsible for all operations of the Dodgers’ franchise and 
reports directly to Peter Chernin, President and COO of News Corporation 
and Chairman and CEO of the FOX Group, and Chase Carey, co-COO of the 
FOX Entertainment Group and Chairman and CEO of FOX Television. 
Graziano is the 11th President in franchise history and first to hold the title 
of Chief Executive Officer. 

In his short tenure as the Dodgers’ president, Graziano has been com- 
mitted to the fans and the local community surrounding Dodger Stadium. He 
and Executive Vice President and General Manager Kevin Malone hired man- 
ager Davey Johnson during the offseason to help put in place a team that 
will contend for a World Championship on a yearly basis. Graziano helped 
develop focus groups among fans and season-ticket holders to get an 
understanding of issues affecting the organization. He was also instrumen- 
tal in developing the Dodgers’ Dream Foundation, a non-profit, benefactor 
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that contributes funds to local charitable organizations. 

Graziano was responsible for the overall day-to-day functioning of the 
business side of the organization as Executive Vice President, a position he 
was appointed to on Feb. 13, 1997, A key member of the negotiations on 
the sale of the baliclub from the O'Malley family to Fox in 1997, he has reg- 
ularly attended Major League Baseball ownership meetings since 1993. He 
worked extensively on the industry revenue sharing and collective bargain- 
ing issues in 1994 and 1995. The Miraleste High Schoo! graduate is active- 
ly involved with the Dodgers’ Labor Management Committee, which is a 
partnership among the front office, all collective bargaining units within the 
Stadium, and union leadership. This partnership has actively focused on 
enhancing customer satisfaction in the stadium and has measured its 
progress through the J.D. Power surveys. 

In 1996, Graziano coordinated a $1.5 million feasibility study to evalu- 
ate building a National Football League football stadium on Dodger Stadium 
property. He also oversaw all aspects of the study, including the public rela- 
tions and governmental relations. In 1991, Graziano worked on a major cap 
ital improvement at Dodger Stadium involving the food and beverage faclli- 
ties, He continues to work on evaluating the opportunities to improve 
Dodger Stadium and maintain it as a world-class facility. To help make 
Dodger Stadium more economically competitive with other ballparks across 
the nation, Graziano has helped coordinate a limited renovation to the 37- 
year-old stadium following the conclusion of the 1999 season. The Dodgers’ 
renovation plans include new field level seats down the foul lines beyond 
the dugouts, a new expanded dugout section with an adjacent club area, 
suites to be added on the Club Level and relocating a refurbished press box 
immediately above the Club Level. 

The Los Angeles native originally joined the Dodgers on Jan. 1, 1986 as 
the club's Director of Financial Projects. During his two-year stint in that 
position, he oversaw many accounting and finance projects, including the 
automation of financial and other systems throughout the organization, He 
was promoted to Vice President, Finance and Chief Financial Officer on Oct. 
28, 1987. In that role he oversaw the Accounting, Human Resources, Sta 
dium Operations, Ticketing and Management Information Systems depart- 
ments. 

After earning summa cum laude honors and a Business Administration 
degree from the University of Southern California in 1980, Graziano joined 
Ernst & Young as Supervising Senior Accountant. During his four years with 
the accounting firm, he serviced audit clients and consulted the Dodgers on 
their transition to an in-house computerized ticketing system. In 1984, he 
took a leave of absence from Ernst & Young to become Ticket Manager and 
Accounting Supervisor for the Los Angeles Olympic Organizing Committee. 
After the Olympics concluded, Graziano was responsible for general 
accounting functions as Manager of Financial Services for WTC Air Freight, 
an international air freight forwarder. 

Graziano ts a certified public accountant and a member of the USC Asso- 
ciates. USC South Bay Alumni. Town Hall, is a board member of the Los 
Angeles Sports and Entertainment Commission and Los Angeles Area 
Chamber of Commerce and on the Executive Committee of the Central City 
Association. He is also active in fundraising efforts for American Martyrs 
Church in Manhattan Beach. 

Graziano and his wife, Debbie, were married in 1985 and reside in 
Manhattan Beach with their sons, Matt (9) and Brian (5). 
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Kevin Malone enters his first season with the Dodgers as Executive Vice 
President and General Manager, a position he was appointed to on Sept. 
11, 1998. He is responsible for the overall baseball operations of the club, 
including scouting, player personnel and player development. Malone is the 
sixth General Manager in Los Angeles Dodgers’ history. 

After only five months in Los Angeles, Malone has re-tooled the Dodgers 
to contend for the World Championship in 1999. He signed Kevin Brown, 
the most sought-after free agent available during the offseason, added left- 
handed power in the middle of the lineup by trading for catcher Todd 
Hundley, signed one of the game's best defensive center fielders in free 
agent Devon White, extended the contract of closer Jeff Shaw and 
revamped the bullpen through a number of trades and free-agent signings. 

Most importantly, Malone also signed Davey Johnson — whose .575 
career winning percentage tops all current major league managers — to 
manage the Dodgers for the next three seasons. 

Malone, 41, joins the Dodgers after spending the previous three 
seasons with the Baltimore Orioles as Assistant General Manager. With the 
Orioles, Malone and General Manager Pat Gillick assembled a club that 
advanced to the American League Championship Series with Johnson as 
manager in 1996 and ‘97. 

Prior to joining the Orioles, Malone spent four seasons with the Montreal 
Expos, including two seasons as Vice President and General Manager from 
1994-95. It was under Malone's direction that the Expos gained national 
prominence and finished the 1994 season as the best team in the major 
leagues with a 74-40 record when the season was cancelled due to the 
players’ strike. For his accomplishments, Baseball Weekly tabbed him as 
the “best General Manager in the game” in 1995. He was the Expos’ 
Director of Scouting from 1992-93, overseeing Montreal's First-Year Player 
Drafts both seasons. Malone was also the Expos’ scout in Southern 
California from 1987-88 as well as a coach and hitting instructor at Single- 
A Jamestown in the New York-Penn League. 

Malone left the Expos’ organization following the 1988 season, joining 
the Minnesota Twins as their East Coast Scouting Supervisor from 1989- 
91. In 1991, he was the advance scout assigned to the Braves when 
Minnesota defeated Atlanta for the World Championship. 

Malone began his scouting career in 1985 with the Angels and spent 
three years as their Southern California scout. 

Malone was drafted in the 35th round by Cleveland in 1980 and spent 
one year in the Indians’ farm system. He also attended spring training and 
extended spring with the New York Mets in 1981. 

Born in San Diego, CA but raised in Louisville, KY, Malone played 
baseball at Louisville's Bishop David High School before graduating in 
1976. He attended Florida Southern University for one semester before 
transferring to the University of Louisville, where he earned a baseball 
scholarship and graduated with a bachelor’s degree in Justice 
Administration in 1980, Malone also worked towards his master’s degree

in Theology at the Tennessee Temple Theological Seminary in Chattanooga, 
TN from 1982-83. 

Malone was inducted into the University of Louisville Athletic Hall of 
Fame in 1996. In 1997, his alma mater presented him with the Order of 
Merit and Achievement Award. 

He and his wife, Marilyn, reside in Santa Clarita with their children, 
Shannon (12) and Shawn (9). 


TOMMY LASORDA 
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Regarded by many as baseball's most popular ambassador, Tommy 
Lasorda begins his 50th season in the Dodger organization and fourth as 
Vice President. He was named Vice President on July 29, 1996 after retiring 
as manager, a position he held for the previous 20 seasons. Lasorda 
assumed all player personnel responsibilities when he was named the 
Dodgers’ interim General Manager on June 22 last season. He relinquished 
his General Manager duties when he was promoted to Senior Vice President 
on Sept. 11, 1998. 

In his current front-office capacity, Lasorda spends much of his time 
scouting, evaluating and teaching minor league players as well as spreading 
baseball goodwill to thousands as he makes more than 100 speeches and 
appearances to various charities, private groups and military personnel 
each year. 

\n 1997, Lasorda was elected to the National Baseball Hall of Fame by 
the Veterans Committee in his first year of eligibility. He was the 14th man- 
ager and 15th Dodger inducted into the Hall of Fame. Lasorda’s uniform 
number (2) was retired by the Dodgers on Aug. 15, 1997 and the main 
street that leads to the entrance of Dodgertown in Vero Beach, FL was 
renamed Tommy Lasorda Lane on March 5, 1997. Lasorda also threw out 
the first pitch in Game 7 of the 1997 World Series. 

Lasorda compiled a 1,599-1,439 record and won 2 World Champion- 
ships, 4 N.L. pennants and 8 division titles in an extraordinary 20-year 
career as the Dodgers manager. He ranks 13th with 1,599 wins and 12th 
with 3,038 games managed in major league history. Lasorda’s 16 wins in 
30 N.L. Championship Series games managed were the most of any man- 
ager at the time of his retirement in 1996. Atlanta's Bobby Cox now holds 
the record with 22 wins in 43 games managed. His 61 postseason games 
managed rank third all-time behind Cox and Casey Stengel. Lasorda posted 
a 3-1 record as the N.L. manager in 4 All-Star Games. He joined St. Louis’ 
Gabby Street (1930-31) as the only other manager in N.L. history to win 
league titles in his first two seasons when he led the Dodgers to titles in 
1977-78. Lasorda also managed 9 of the Dodgers’ 16 Rookies of the Year, 
more than any other big league skipper in history. He also managed five cur- 
rent major league managers during their playing days; Texas’ Johnny Oates, 
Toronto's Tim Johnson, San Francisco's Dusty Baker, Milwaukee's Phil Gar- 
ner and the New York Mets’ Bobby Valentine. 
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Prior to replacing Hall of Famer Walter Alston as manager on Sept. 29, 
1976, Lasorda spent four seasons in Los Angeles on Alston's coaching 
staff from 1973-76. He spent eight seasons as a manager in the Dodgers’ 
minor league system at Pocatello (1965), Ogden (1966-68), Spokane 
(1969-71) and Albuquerque (1972). Lasorda also spent four years as a 
Dodgers scout after retiring as a player following the 1960 season. An 
astounding 75 players Lasorda managed in the minor leagues went on to 
play in the majors. 

As a player, Lasorda compiled an 0-4 record and 6.52 ERA as a left-hand- 
ed pitcher in parts of three major league seasons with the Brooklyn Dodgers 
(1954-55) and Kansas City Athletics (1956). In all, he spent 16 seasons in 
the minor leagues from 1945-60, including a two-year stint in the military 
from 1946-47. 

Lasorda has won numerous awards throughout his career, including 
being named Minor League Manager of the Year by The Sporting News in 
1970, Manager of the Year by UPI and AP in 1977, Manager of the Year by 
AP in 1981 and N.L. Manager of the Year by Baseball America and Co-Man- 
ager of the Year by The Sporting News in 1988. He was the recipient of the 
Association of Professional Baseball Players of America's inaugural Milton 
Richman Memorial Award with Sparky Anderson in 1987, the BBWAA 
Philadelphia Chapter's Humanitarian Award in 1993, Los Angeles Junior 
Chamber of Commerce’s Award of Merit in 1997, Touchdown Club of 
Columbus’ Baseball Ambassador of the Year in 1997, Arete’s Courage in 
Sports Award in 1997 and was honored by the President of the Dominican 
Republic in 1997 for his dedication to the game of baseball throughout his 
career. 

Lasorda has been a spokesperson for the American Heart Association 
and has received honorary doctorate degrees from Pepperdine University, 
St. Thomas University and the University of Phoenix. 

Lasorda and his wife Jo, whom he has been married to for 48 years, 
reside in Fullerton, CA. The couple renamed a gymnasium and youth center 
in memory of their son Tom Jr. in Yorba Linda, CA on Sept. 7, 1997. They 
are also the proud grandparents of Emily Tess, who is the 3-year-old child of 
their daughter Laura and son-in-law Bill Goldberg. 


RALPH AVILA 


VICE PRESIDENT, 
CAMPO LAS PAL ’ 


Ralph Avila enters his 29th season with the Dodger organization and 
eighth as Vice President, Campo Las Palmas. He also oversees the scout- 
ing of all Latin players after adding the title of Latin American Scouting Coor- 
dinator to his responsibilities on Sept. 30, 1998. 

Avila was regional coordinator and director of Campo Las Palmas from 
1987-91 prior to being named Vice President on Dec. 12, 1991. Avila joined 
the organization as a part-time scout on Dec. 1, 1970 and was promoted to 
full-time scout in 1972 before serving as the Dodgers’ scouting supervisor 
in Latin America from 1975-86. 

Avila runs the year-round training facilities at Campo Las Palmas and 
oversees the Dodgers operations in the Dominican Republic, which include 
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two teams in the Dominican Rookie Summer League and one team in the 
Dominican Rookie Winter League. 

Avila identified the Campo Las Palmas site in 1986 and supervised the 
construction of the camp, which opened on March 21, 1987. The camp 
celebrated its 10th anniversary in 1997 by unveiling a new two-story dorm 
that accommodates GO players. 

Avila, who was the first Cuban inducted into the Dominican Republic 
Sports Hall of Fame in 1996, has been instrumental in signing many players 
currently on the Dodgers’ 40-man roster, most notably Raul Mondesi. 

Under Avila's leadership, the staff at Campo Las Palmas has assisted 
the Dominican Federation of Amateur Baseball by hosting teams at all levels 
while providing equipment and sponsoring local teams in tournaments. 
Through his association with international baseball, he has led the Domini- 
can Republic Amateur Baseball Foundation to a silver medal in the Pan- 
American Games in Puerto Rico in 1979, a gold medal in the Central Amer- 
ican Games in Panama in 1980, a bronze medal in the Intercontinental Cup 
in Edmonton in 1981, a 4th place finish in the world tournament in Seoul, 
Korea in 1982, a gold medal at the Central America Games in Havana, Cuba 
in 1982, a 4th place finish in the Pan-American Games in Caracas in 1983, 
a qualification for the Olympic Games in Los Angeles in 1984 and a qualifi- 
cation for Cuba in 1991 for the Barcelona Olympic Games. 

Avila was also instrumental in the success of Futuro Vivo, a school in 
Santo Domingo that was adopted and supported by the Dodgers and run by 
the Carmelite sisters. The school offers education, nutrition and medical 
assistance to over 500 underprivileged children,

Ed Creech enters his first season with the Dodgers as Assistant to the 
General Manager, a position he was appointed to on Sept. 24, 1998. He 
oversees all amateur scouting for the Dodgers and is in charge of the club's 
Strategy and selections in the June First-Year Player Draft. 

Creech comes to the Dodgers after spending only one season as the 
Director of Scouting for the St. Louis Cardinals. With the Cardinals, Creech 
was responsible for selecting outfielder J.D. Drew with the fifth overall 
selection in last year's June First-Year Player Draft. 

Prior to joining the Cardinals, Creech was the Montreal Expos’ Scouting 
Director from 1995-97 and had been a part of the organization since 1973, 
when the Expos selected him in the second round of the amateur draft out 
of Mercer University in Macon, GA. He played six seasons in the Expos‘ 
farm system, advancing as high as the Triple-A level. He retired as a player 
after the 1978 season and was out of baseball until returning as a coach 
at the Expos’ Calgary affiliate in 1982. Creech managed short-season 
clubs for Montreal for five years (1983-85, 90-91) and was an area scout 
from 1985-91. Creech was the club’s East Coast scouting supervisor from 
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1991-93 before taking over as Scouting Director from February 1994 
through July 1997. 

Creech and his wife, Mary Ann, reside in Moultrie, GA with their children, 
Kacey and Matthew.

ASSISTANT TO THE 
GENERAL 


Bill Geivett enters his first season with the Dodgers as Assistant to the 
General Manager, a position he was appointed to on Sept. 18, 1998. He 
oversees all aspects of the Dodgers’ minor league system while also 
assisting Executive Vice President and General Manager Kevin Malone with 
the major league club. 

Geivett was a Special Assistant to the General Manager for the Tampa 
Bay Devil Rays for two years prior to joining the Dodgers. With the Devil 
Rays, he developed an international scouting network and established 
relationships in Australia and the Far East for the American League 
expansion club. Geivett also assisted with scouting in Latin America and 
the United States and helped shape the Devil Rays development program. 

Prior to joining the Devil Rays, Geivett was the Director of Player 
Development for the Montreal Expos from 1994-96. where he served under 
Malone from 1994-95. Under Geivett's direction, the Expos were named 
the Topps’ Minor League Organization of the Year in 1996. 

Geivett had college coaching stints at Loyola-‘Marymount University and 
Long Beach State until joining the New York Yankees as a scout and minor 
league instructor in 1991. 

Geivett, a native of Sacramento, was the California Angels’ 13th-round 
selection in the June 1985 First-Year Player Draft after earning All-America 
honors as a third baseman at the University of California at Santa Barbara. 
He was drafted four times in college, including by the Dodgers in 1982 
while attending Sacramento City College. Hampered by a series of injuries 
during his four-year professional career, Geivett suffered a career-ending 
knee injury in 1988 while running out a ground ball in a game for Midland, 
then the Angels’ Double-A affiliate. 

Geivett earned his master’s degree in education from Azusa Pacific 
University in 1991. 

He and his wife, Bonnie, reside in Yorba Linda with their children Rachel 
(3) and Sam (1). 
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Jack Zduriencik enters his first season with the Dodgers as Special 
Assistant to the General Manager and Director of International Operations, 
a position he was appointed to on Oct. 29, 1998. He oversees all amateur 
and professional scouting as well as relations and operations for the 
Dodgers outside of the United States, Canada and Puerto Rico. 

Zduriencik wasted no time in his new role with the Dodgers, signing 
heralded 21-year-old Taiwanese outfielder Chin-Feng Chen to a minor league 
contract in January 1999 after scouting him during the Asian Games in 
Bangkok, Thailand. 

Zduriencik joins the Dodgers after spending the previous five seasons 
with the New York Mets, including a stint as the club's Special Assistant to 
the General Manager for the 1998 season. Besides a three-year stop as 
the Pittsburgh Pirates’ Director of Scouting from 1991-93, Zduriencik has 
been with the Mets’ organization for 13 seasons from 1983-90 and 1994- 
98. He succeeded current Mets’ General Manager Steve Phillips as the 
organization's Minor League Operations Director from 1996-97, was a 
National Cross-Checker for the club in 1990 and 1994-95 and an area 
scout from 1983-89. Zduriencik previously worked with then-Mets’ manager 
Davey Johnson as an advance scout during New York's playoff runs in 1986 
and ‘88. 

Before joining the Mets, Zduriencik coached football and baseball at 
Clairton High School in Pittsburgh from 1977-80 and at Tarpon Springs High 
School in Tarpon Springs, FL from 1980-82. He coached baseball from 
1975-77 at Austin Peay State University as well as coaching wide receivers 
and tight ends on the football team in 1974-75. 

Zduriencik, who was inducted into the Pennsylvania American Legion Hall 
of Fame in 1993, played two years in the Chicago White Sox farm system 
from 1973-74. He earned a bachelor’s degree in education from Cal-State 
Pennsylvania and a master's degree in physical education from Austin 
Peay. Zduriencik also attended Middle Georgia Junior College in Cochran, 
GA from 1969-70. He graduated from New Castle Senior High School in his 
hometown of New Castle, PA. 

Zduriencik and his wife, Debbie, reside in Palm City, FL. Their 24-year-old 
daughter, Kimberly, is a nurse in Pittsburgh.

Tommy Hawkins begins his 12th year as Vice President, Communica- 
tions after joining the Dodgers on Oct. 28, 1987. Hawkins oversees the 
Media Relations and Publicity department while also making more than 80 
speaking engagements throughout the year on the Dodgers’ behalf. 

Hawkins spent 19 years as a television and radio broadcaster in Los 
Angeles after completing a 10-year career in the National Basketball Asso- 
ciation in 1969. He co-hosted Mid-Morning Los Angeles on KHJ-TV from 
1972-76 and 1985-87 and also hosted Daybreak L.A. on KABC-TV from 
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1977-78. Hawkins was also a sports anchor from 1969-73 on KNBC-TV, 
where he earned a Golden Mike award in 1971, and was a network basket- 
ball analyst with Curt Gowdy and Jim Simpson on NBC from 1970-75, 
Hawkins also spent 15 years at KABC (790 AM) from 1973-87, where he 
created Baseball Spotlight, Dodger Forecast, Dodger Confidential while also 
hosting Sports Talk and Dodger Talk. He was the station’s sports director 
from 1978-87. He was a partner in the Beverly Hills public relations and 
advertising firm Bishop, Hawkins and Associates from 1967-69 and taught 
Mass Media and the History of the Black Athlete at Cal State Long Beach 
from 1972-73. 

The Chicago native was a two-time basketball All-America and captain at 
Notre Dame prior to joining the NBA, where he played for the Los Angeles 
Lakers from 1959-61 and 1966-69 and the Cincinnati Royals from 1961- 
65. He served as the Lakers’ player representative from 1967-69 and was 
a member of the NBA players’ labor negotiation team. 

A leader in the community, Hawkins is on the Board of Trustees at Occi- 
dental College, Chairman of the Board for the Friends for Los Angeles and 
on the Board of Directors for the Los Angeles Sports Council, Los Angeles 
City Library Foundation and South Los Angeles Little League. He is also an 
advisory board member of Goodwill Industries and a fellow of the UCLA 
LeRoy Neiman Center for the Study of American Society and Culture.

Council in 1993, inducted into the Chicago Sports Hall of Fame in 1990, 
honored with a star on the Sports Walk of Fame in San Pedro, CA in 1985, 
inducted into the Illinois Basketball Hall of Fame as a charter member in 
1973 and was listed in Who's Who in America from 1972-75. 

Hawkins was recently named the 1999 recipient of the Sorin Award, 
given annually to an outstanding Notre Dame alumnus. He will receive the 
award in June at special ceremonies at Notre Dame.

DODGERS RETURN TO TRADITION

As a throwback to tradition, the Dodgers will once again wear the 


traditional “LOS ANGELES” style jersey during regular-season road 
games in 1999. 


The modern-day Dodger uniform style — the blue script spelling out 
either the team or city's name in slanted script and an underline 
flourish — began with the 1938 season. In six decades, the uniform 
style has rarely been altered. 

During this century, the Dodgers wore “Brooklyn” style road jerseys 
in 26 seasons: 1900-11, 1913, 1925, 1930, 1934-37, 1939-45. The 
Dodgers sported the “Los Angeles” road jerseys from 1958-70.

Campo Las Palmas, the Dodgers’ baseball academy for developing 
major league prospects in the Dominican Republic, enters its 13th 
year of operation in 1999. Dodger Vice President Ralph Avila has 
developed and directed the training facility since it opened on March 
21, 1987. 

The state-of-the-art facility, located on 50 acres in a rural area 15 
miles south of the Dominican Republic capital of Santo Domingo, has 
graduated numerous major league players. Campo Las Palmas’ 
graduates include Pedro Astacio, Adrian Beltre, Roger Cedeno, Wilton 
Guerrero, Pedro Martinez, Ramon Martinez, Raul Mondesi, Jose 
Offerman, Felix Rodriguez, Henry Rodriguez and Jose Vizcaino. 

Campo Las Palmas, the home base for both of the Dodgers’ entries 
in the Dominican Summer League, can house up to 60 players at a 
time in its two-story dorm equipped with a dining room, kitchen and 
recreation room. The complex also includes two full-size and one half- 
size playing fields, indoor batting cages, class rooms, an office 
building and a clubhouse with an adjacent training and weight room. 
Most of the food consumed at the academy is grown on a farm next 
to the facility. 

The academy recently underwent a renovation project to repair 
damages sustained by Hurricane Georges in October 1998. 
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DODGER STADIUM HISTORY 

The 1999 season will mark the Los Angeles Dodgers’ 38th season at 
Dodger Stadium. 

For nearly four decades, the beauty of Dodger Stadium has awed specta- 
tors with a breath-taking view of downtown Los Angeles to the south; green, 
tree-lined Elysian hills to the north and east; and the purple San Gabriel Moun- 
tains beyond. 

The 56,000-seat Dodger Stadium has parking for 16,000 automobiles on 
21 terraced lots adjacent to the same elevations as the five different seating 
levels. More than 3,400 trees cover the 300 acres of beautiful landscape, 
which is maintained by a fulltime staff of seven gardeners. Dodger Stadium is 
one of the better maintained stadiums throughout the country since it is. kept 
in immaculate condition by a fulltime grounds crew and maintenance staff, 

The Dodgers announced on Jan. 22, 1999, that they will undertake a pro- 
gram of investment in and limited renovation of Dodger Stadium to help make 
it more economically competitive with other ballparks across the nation. Fol- 
lowing the conclusion of the 1999 season, the club plans to add new field 
level seats down the foul lines beyond the dugouts and a new expanded 
dugout section with an adjacent club area. In addition, suites will be added on 
the Club Level to provide amenitites that are now available at virtually every 
other major league ballpark. The Dodgers will also be relocating a refurbished 
press box immediately above the Club Level. 

The Dodgers installed a brand new state-of-the-art grass field after the con- 
clusion of the 1995 season for the first time since the stadium opened in 
4962. Prescription Athletic Turt (PAT), created and installed by the Cincinnati- 
based Motz Group, used the latest agronomic and engineering technology to 
manage field moisture through controlled drainage and irrigation. The 
100,000 square-feet of bermuda grass is grown on pure sand, beneath which 
@ vacuum chamber is laid over a watertight plastic barrier that forcibly 
extracts water during heavy rains, New moisture gauges monitor the field's 
water level in coordination with a microprocessor that controls drainage func- 
tions. A computer controller has the ability to reverse the scenario and subir- 
rigate when the sand’s moisture reading drops below the optimal level. 

More than 99 million fans have watched Dodger games at Dodger Stadium 
over 37 years, an average of more than 2.68 million fans per season. Dodger 
fans have witnessed 2,933 regular season games at Dodger Stadium, includ- 
ing a 1,689-1,244 (.576) record posted by the Dodgers. In 1978, Dodger Sta- 
dium became the first ballpark to host more than three million fans in a sea- 
son when the Dodgers drew 3,347,845 in attendance. 

Following another three-million attendance mark in 1980, the Dodgers set 
the all-time major league season attendance record in 1982 after drawing 
3,608,881 fans, Toronto, Colorado and Atlanta have since topped that mark, 
but the Dodgers can also boast seasons of more than three million in 
attendance in 1983, '84, '85, '86, 90, '91,"93, "96, "97 and ‘98. Eleven of 
the top 23 N.L. single-season attendance records have been recorded at 
Dodger Stadium. 

Dodger Stadium is the only pnvately-financed stadium built since the con- 
struction of Yankee Stadium in 1923. The late Walter O'Malley and architect 
Emil Praeger set the stage for baseball's most popular and beautiful show- 
place when they began designing the Dodgers’ new home after moving to Los 
Angeles in 1958. The stadium opened its doors on April 10, 1962, and the 
Dodgers won their first game the next day on April 14 when they defeated the 
Cincinnati Reds, 6-2. The Dodgers drew 2,755,184 fans at Dodger Stadium in 
1962. 

Since then, Dodger Stadium has hosted eight World Series and the 
Dodgers have won four World Championships (1963, ‘65, ‘81 and '88), eight 
N.L. pennants (1963, ‘65, '66, '74, '77, ‘78, °81 and °88), eight N.L. West- 
ern Division crowns (1974, '77, ‘78, °81, ‘83, ‘85, '88 and "95) and one N.L. 
Wild Card berth (1996). 

The stadium hosted the Major League Baseball All-Star Game in 1980 and 
the Olympic Games’ baseball competition in 1984. The eightteam competi- 
tion during the 1984 Olympic Games marked baseball's greatest involvement 


in the Olympics at that time. 


Stadium History 


The Olympic spirit returned to Los Angeles again in 1991, as Dodger 
Stadium hosted the Opening Ceremonies for the United States Olympic Festi- 
val. Later that summer, the stadium showcased the top amateur baseball 
players from around the world in the second annual International Baseball 
Association World All-Star Game. 

Although baseball is the only sport played at Dodger Stadium, Pope John 
Paul Il celebrated Mass at Dodger Stadium on Sept. 16, 1987. Entertainers 
such as KISS, The Rolling Stones, The Beatles, The Bee Gees, Elton John, 
Simon and Garfunkel, Michael Jackson, David Bowie, Genesis, Eric Clapton 
and U2 have also performed at the stadium. Dodger Stadium also staged one 
of the world’s greatest entertainment events in 1994 when internationally 
renowned tenors Jose Carreras, Placido Domingo and Luciano Pavarotti 
reunited for a spectacular concert performance “Encore — The Three Tenors” 
with conductor Zubin Mehta. 


DODGER STADIUM RAINOUTS 


The Los Angeles Dodgers have been rained out on 15 occasions at Dodger 
Stadium since it opened in 1962. The Dodgers have not been rained out at 
home since the 1988 season when rain cancelled three consecutive games 
against the San Diego Padres from April 19-21 for the first time since moving to 
Dodger Stadium. Prior to 1976, the Dodgers were washed out only once — 
against the St. Louis Cardinals on April 21, 1967. The 1967 rainout ended a 
streak of 737 consecutive games at Dodger Stadium without a postponement. 
The second rainout on April 12, 1976, stopped a string of 724 straight games. 
The Dodgers begin the 1999 season with a streak of 850 games without a rain- 
out at Dodger Stadium.

Stadium History 


THE TOP 50 NATIONAL LEAGUE 
ATTENDANCE MARKS 


The 1998 season marked the 26th consecutive season the Dodgers drew more 
than two million fans at Dodger Stadium (1973-98) and the 34th time overall — the 
most by any major league team. 

The Dodgers established a N.L. record when they drew 3,608,881 fans in 1982 
and also the third-largest total at the time with 3,348,170 fans in 1991. The N.L. 
implemented a new attendance counting system in 1993 and the Rockies recorded 
the largest single-season total in major league history with 4,483,350 fans in their 
first major league season. Through the 1992 season, attendance figures in the NLL. 
were counted by the number of fans in attendance and the A.L. counted total tickets 
sold. Both leagues currently count total tickets sold. 

The Dodgers hold the major league record for drawing more than three million on 
13 occasions. The Dodgers became the first team to play before five million fans in a 
season — combining home and road totals — in 1978 when the total reached 
5,494,204. The Dodgers have since played in front of more than five million 14 more 
times, including a franchise-best 5,899,245 in 1997, 

The Dodgers have averaged more than 2.5 million fans a season since coming to 
Los Angeles in 1958. The Dodgers hit the million mark in 22 dates in 1981, the two 
million mark in 46 dates in 1982 and the three million mark in 67 dates in 1982 —all 
three established then major league records. Following are the top 50 N.L. home 
attendance marks:

Dodgers Online, the organization's official website on the internet’s World 
Wide Web, is Major League Baseball's most state-of-the-art site with more than 
one gigabyte of information to explore, Fans can now explore more than 30 
areas of Dodger information at www.dodgers.com. 

The site, which went on-line on April 24, 1996, was designed by the Dodgers 
and has been accessed by more than 10 million fans around the world. The 
Dodgers have won numerous Internet awards, including the John C. Dvorak 
award for telecommunications excellence in August 1996, named the top- 
tanked Major League Baseball internet site by Baseball Weekly in 1997 and ‘98, 
named the “internet pennant winner” by Yahoo internet Life magazine in its 
August 1997 issue and was one of five sports-related web sites to recieve the 
Web Marketing Association's Standard of Excellance Award for 1998. 

The Dodgers were also the first major league team to broadcast their games 
in five languages over the internet on Aug. 15, 1997. All Dodger broadcasts are 
available over the internet in English and Spanish and selected games In Korean. 

The site also has live game updates, an in-depth cyber media guide, video 
and audio clips from all Dodger players, a section devoted to kids with baseball 
instructional tips from Dodger players and coaches, a 3-D tour of Dodger 
Stadium, and a guestbook for fans to leave messages and suggestions.

Clubhouse: Beth the Dodgers’ and 
visiting team clubhouses are located 
on Level One (dugout level). The 
Dodger dugout is located on the third 
base side. Only credentialed media 
with clubhouse access will be 
admitted, The training room is closed 
to all media, and is only open to 
players and Dodger officials, 
The clubhouse jis opened to 
credentialed media 3 1/2 hours prior 
to the game and closed 
45 minutes before game time, The 
clubhouse is opened 10 minutes after 
the last out to credentialed media. 

Credentials: Credentials will be issued 
only to accredited media. Season 
credentials will be issued only to those 
news agencies that cover the Dodgers 
on a daily basis. Requests for all regular 
season Dodger home games should be 
made in writing on company letterhead 
from the sports editor/producer to 
Brent Shyer. All requests must be made 
24 hours in advance {to allow for veri- 
fication and processing. Credential 
requests for weekend games must be 
made by 5 p.m, on that Friday, Please 
make certain all credential requests are 
confirmed by the media relations and 


publicity office prior to arrival at the 
stadium. Credentials can be picked up 
four hours priot to game time at the 
Press Gate, the parking entrance at the 
intersection of Elysian Park Avenue and 
Stadium Way. Proper identification is 
required. Credentials must be displayed 
at all times, There are absolutely no 
autographs permitted on the field or in 
the clubhouse. 

Elevators: Escalators, located directly 
behind home plate, are available from 
the Club Level (main press box). If you 
take the escalators, go down two 
levels to the field level and make a left 
turn, First exit door on your left will 
lead you to one flight of stairs down to 
the Dodger clubhouse. 

Field: Only credentialed media with field 
access will be allowed on the field. All 
media must clear the field 45 minutes 
prior to game time. 

Game Notes: Game notes and statistics 
will be available in the main press box 
prior to game time. Quotes, statistics, 
postgame notes, box scores and play- 
by-play sheets will be available after the 
game. 

Photographers: Photographers are not 
allowed on the field during the game at 
any time. Photo wells are located at 
each end of the home and visiting 
dugouts. Special arrangements for 
use of the press box level positions 
can be made through the media 
relations and publicity office. There is 
no still photography in either 
clubhouse Unless authorized by the 
Media Relations Director of each club. 

Press Box: The main press box is located 
on level 5 (club level) directly behind 
home plate. Media may enter through 
parking lots A, B, 4 and 5, The media 
dining area, located in the main press 
box, is open two hours prior to game 
time. Beverages and snacks are 
available during and after the game. 

Telephones: 15 charge-a-call phones are 
located in the main press box. 

Tickets: Complimentary media tickets, 
subject to availability, must be 
requested 24 hours in advance for all 
games, and by 2 p.m. on Friday for 
weekend and Monday games.

HALL OF FAME 
BROADCASTER 


Vin Scully, one of the most recognizable personalities in sports 
broadcasting, enters his 50th season as the “voice of the Dodgers” on 
Fox Sports Net West 2, KTLA-TV Channel 5 and XTRA Sports 1150 AM. 
His 50 years of consecutive service with the Dodgers is the longest of 
any current major league broadcaster with one team. 

Scully, whose vivid yet simplistic description of a baseball game has 
thrilled baseball fans over the years, joined Hall of Fame announcer Red 
Barber and Connie Desmond as part of the Brooklyn Dodgers’ 
broadcast team in 1950, just a year after graduating from Fordham 
University. Scully, who played outfield for two seasons on Fordham's 
baseball team, called baseball, basketball and football games for the 
university’s radio station. 

In addition to his Dodger broadcasts, the multi-talented broadcaster 
called play-by-play for National Football League games and PGA Tour 
events on CBS-TV from 1975-82 and play-by-play for Major League 
Baseball's Game of the Week, three World Series and four All-Star 
Games on NBC-TV from 1983-89. Scully also called play-by-play for the 
World Series on CBS Radio from 1990-97. In all, he has called 25 World 
Series and 12 All-Star Games. Scully will play himself in “For Love of the 
Game,” a Universal Pictures release this summer starring Kevin 
Costner, and lend his voice to Sony Playstation’s MLB 2000 video 
game. Some of his other broadcasting highlights include: 

@ Calling three perfect games (Don Larsen in 1956, Sandy Koufax in 

1965 and Dennis Martinez in 1991) and 18 no-hitters. 

®@ Calling Johnny Podres’ shutout of the Yankees in Game 7 of the 
1955 World Series to give the Dodgers their first World 
Championship. 

@ Calling the Dodgers’ first game in Los Angeles at the Los Angeles 
Coliseum on April 18, 1958. 

®@ Calling the Yankee-Dodger exhibition game on May 9, 1959 that 
honored Roy Campanella before a major league record 93,103 fans 
at the Los Angeles Coliseum. 

@Calling the Dodgers’ playoff win over the Milwaukee Braves 
and World Series victory over the Chicago White Sox to give them 
their first World Championship in Los Angeles in 1959 and other 
World Championship seasons in Los Angeles in 1963, 1965, 1981 
and 1988. 

@Calling games during Don Drysdale’s 58.2 scoreless innings 
streak in 1968 and Orel Hershiser’s 59.0 scoreless innings streak 
in 1988. 

@ Calling Hank Aaron's 715th career home run that broke Babe 
Ruth's major league record at Atlanta's Fulton County Stadium in 
1974. 

@Calling Kirk Gibson's dramatic game-winning home run off 
Oakland's Dennis Eckersley in Game 1 of the 1988 World Series. 

® Calling games during the rookie seasons of Fernando Valenzuela in 
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SCULLY (Continued) 


1981 and Hideo Nomo in 1995. 

Scully, a master of the English language, has won numerous awards 
throughout his career, highlighted by being inducted into the National 
Baseball Hall of Fame as the Ford C. Frick Award recipient in 1982 and 
being named the Most Memorable Personality in L.A. Dodger history by 
Dodger fans in 1976. Other awards include: 

= Named the country’s Outstanding Sportscaster four times and 
California Sportscaster of the Year 22 times, including 1998, by 
the National Sportscasters and Sportswriters Association. 

@ Recipient of the Lifetime Achievement Sports Emmy Award from 
the National Academy of Television Arts and Sciences in 1996 for 
his “distinguished and outstanding” work.

Ross Porter begins his 23rd season as a member of the Dodgers’ 
broadcast team on Fox Sports Net West 2, KTLA-TV Channel 5 and XTRA 
Sports 1150 AM. In addition to his play-by-play duties, he also hosts 
“Dodger Talk” (the Dodgers’ pre- and post-game shows) and a one-hour 
“Dodger Talk” once a week during the offseason on 1150 AM. 

Porter won the Southern California Sportscasters Association's Tom 
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Harmon Award for Radio Sports Anchor in 1991 and Radio Talk Show 
Host award in 1992 and 1993. He also won “Best Talk Show” honors 
at the SCSBA's annual awards in February 1999. 

Porter holds the major league record for the longest consecutive 
play-by-play by one announcer when he called the action himself in a 22- 
inning game between the Dodgers and Expos on Aug. 23, 1989 that 
lasted six hours and 14 minutes. For that broadcast, Porter was 
honored with a Special Achievement Award by the Southern California 
Sports Broadcasters Association in 1990. 

A play-by-play announcer since he was 14, the University of 
Oklahoma graduate won an Emmy during his 10-year stint as a 
sportscaster for KNBC-TV before joining the Dodgers in 1977. Porter 
also called National Football League games for NBC-TV from 1970-76 
and provided play-by-play for the 1977 and 1978 World Series and 
1984 N.L. Championship Series on CBS Radio and the 1988 World 
Series for the Dodgers flagship station KABC (790 AM). He is the only 
announcer to have broadcast games for a World Series champion 
(Dodgers, 1981 and 1988) and an NCAA basketball champion (UNLV, 
1990). Porter is also one of 24 voters for the Jim Thorpe Award, given 
annually to the top defensive back in college football. 


Rick Monday begins his sixth full season as a Dodger broadcaster 
after joining the team in July 1993. In addition to his play-by-play duties, 
Monday serves as weekend host of “Dodger Talk” on XTRA Sports 
1150 AM. 

Monday began his broadcasting career as a sports anchor on KTTV- 
TV in Los Angeles in 1985 while also calling play-by-play and hosting the 
pre-game show for Dodger games on Dodger Vision and Z Channel. He 
was nominated for an Emmy as host of the Dodgers pre-game show on 
KTTV, “Dodger Central,” in 1988. Monday also was a color 
commentator for CBS-TV at the College World Series championship 
game in 1988. In 1989, he moved to San Diego and called play-by-play 
for the Padres on radio and television for four seasons. 

A college star at Arizona State, Monday led the Sun Devils to the 
1965 College World Series Championship and earned All-America and 
College Player of the Year honors before the Kansas City Athletics 
chose him as the first player ever in the initial major league First-Year 
Player Draft in 1965. He made his major league debut in 1966 and 
spent six seasons with the Athletics and five seasons with the Chicago 
Cubs before joining the Dodgers in 1977. Monday played eight seasons 
for the Dodgers and helped lead them to a World Championship and 
three N.L. pennants. Overall, he compiled a .264 career batting average 
with 241 home runs and appeared in five League Championship Series 
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MONDAY (Continued) 


and two All-Star Games. He is best remembered for saving the 
American flag from being burned by two protestors in left field at Dodger 
Stadium on April 25, 1976 and hitting the game-winning home run in 
Game 5 of the N.L. Championship Series to send the Dodgers to the 
1981 World Series. 

In 1995, Monday received the William A, Shea Distinguished Little 
League Graduate Award, which is given to a Major League Baseball 
player or individual who best exemplifies the spirit of the Little League 
Baseball program. 


Jaime Jarrin, one of the most recognizable voices in Hispanic 
broadcasting, begins his 41st season as the “Spanish voice of the 
Dodgers” on KWKW 1330 AM. He is also Vice President, News and 
Sports for the Lotus Broadcasting Corp., whose station KWKW is the 
flagship of the Dodgers’ Spanish radio network. 

Jarrin, who has been the Dodgers’ No. 1 broadcaster in the Spanish 
booth since 1973, achieved baseball's ultimate honor last summer 
when he was inducted into the National Baseball Hall of Fame on July 
26, 1998 in Cooperstown, NY as the recipient of the Ford C. Frick 
Award. He was the second Spanish-language broadcaster to be 
inducted into the Hall of Fame, joining Buck Canal. Jarrin was also the 
first recipient of the Southern California Broadcasters Association's 
President's Award in February 1998. He was given the highest award 
by the National Association of Hispanic Journalists in June 1998 and 
received a star on the Hollywood Walk of Fame in September 1998. His 
other honors include being awarded the La Gran Cruz al Merito en El 
Grado de Comendado (the highest medal of honor to non-military 
personnel) in his native Ecuador in January 1992, named as one of the 
Top 100 Influential Hispanics in the United States by Hispanic Business 
Magazine in 1990 and the first Latin American to win The Golden Mike 
Award in 1970 and 1971. 

Jarrin was in charge of all Spanish radio coverage and production of 
the Olympic Games in Los Angeles in 1984. He has called more than 
30 world championship boxing title bouts throughout the world for radio 
and television stations in Latin America and broadcasts the All-Star 
Game, League Championship Series and World Series on the Latina 
Broadcasting Network that reaches more than 300 stations. 

Jarrin studied philosophy, letters, journalism and broadcasting at 
Central University of Ecuador in Quito. His son, Jorge — “The Captain” — 
covers traffic for English and Spanish radio stations in Los Angeles. 
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Pepe Yniguez begins his second season with the Dodgers’ Spanish 
broadcast team on KWKW 1330 AM. After covering special 
broadcasting assignments for the Dodgers in 1998, Ynhiguez will begin 
his first season as a fulltime broadcaster while also assisting the club 
in their community and publicity efforts in the Spanish-speaking 
community. 

Yniguez has worked for KWKW since 1982 and hosted the Dodgers’ 
pre- and post-game show, “Hablando Con Los Dodgers,” since 1993. 
He also served as an occasional play-by-play replacement on Dodger 
Spanish broadcasts in 1997. Yniguez, who currently is a reporter for 
KWKW, was a color commentator for the Los Angeles Raiders’ Spanish 
broadcasts from 1993-95 and did play-by-play for Fox Sports Americas 
at selected Major League Baseball games, the All-Star Game, A.L. 
Championship Series and World Series in 1997 and ‘98. 


RADIO BROADCASTS: All Dodger games may be heard over the Dodger 
radio network. Vin Scully, Ross Porter and Rick Monday call all the action 
over KXTA (1150 AM). Jaime Jarrin and Pepe Yniguez handle the play-by-play 
for all games in Spanish on KWKW (1330 AM).

‘ORGANIZATION OF THE CENTURY’ 


The Los Angeles Dodgers were named the “most successful 
organization in Major League Baseball during the 20th century” in a 
study conducted by Street & Smith's SportsBusiness Journal in October 
1998. 

Los Angeles finished first with a century performance index of 7.63 
on a 10-point scale, based on a rating formula that evaluated the on-the- 
field and ticket window success of each of the 35 major league teams 
that played at least 10 seasons between 1901 and 1998. 

Since leaving Brooklyn after the 1958 season, the Dodgers’ .538 
winning percentage (3,492-2,994) is the fourth-best in major league 
history and their five World Championships have only been equaled by 
the New York Yankees. The Dodgers have led the majors in attendance 
In 21 of their 41 seasons in Los Angeles and have attracted more than 
three million fans a major-league record 13 times. Los Angeles was the 
first major league club to draw more than three million fans in 1978. 

Following the Dodgers in the study were the New York Yankees 
(7.13), Milwaukee Braves (7.04), New York Giants (6.93) and Toronto 
Blue Jays (5.80). The Brooklyn Dodgers finished ninth with a 5.38 
century performance index rating. The SportsBusiness Journal also 
calculated separate performance ratings for each decade in the 20th 
century, with the Dodgers topping the rankings for the 1960s, 1970s 
and 1980s.

ABOUT THE RECORD: The Dodgers finished the season with an 83-79 
record and in third place in the N.L. Western Division standings, 15.0 
games behind division-champion San Diego...the Dodgers finished in 
fourth place in the N.L. Wild Card race, 6.5 games behind Chicago...it 
was the Dodgers sixth straight year with a record of .500 or better 
(1993-98) and fifth consecutive winning season (1994-98). 


TURNING IT AROUND: The Dodgers went 47-41 (.534) after Glenn 
Hoffman replaced Bill Russell as manager on June 22...after June 21, 
the Dodgers went 14-9-7 in 30 series and batted .252 while averaging 
four runs per game...the pitchers posted a 3.68 ERA (320 ER/781.2 IP) 
after Hoffman took over as manager. 


RECORD ROLL CALL: A Los Angeles-record 53 players wore a Dodgers 
uniform during the 1998 season, breaking the previous mark of 49 
different players in 1995...the Dodgers were two players short of tying

to field a team during World War ll...only 12 players from Opening Day 
were on the Dodgers active roster at the end of the season. 


3 MILLION FOR 13TH TIME: The Dodgers drew 3,089,201 fans in their 
81 home games last season, the 11th largest single-season total in 
franchise history...the single-season attendance total extended the 
Dodgers major league record of drawing three million or more fans for 
the 13th time in franchise history...the club also extended its major 
league record of drawing more than two million fans for the 34th time 
in franchise history, including 26 consecutive seasons with more than 
two million fans since 1973. 


SUTTON, JARRIN RECEIVE HALL PASS: Don Sutton and Jaime Jarrin 
became the 16th and 17th members of the organization to be inducted 
into the National Baseball Hall of Fame as Dodgers during ceremonies 
in Cooperstown, NY on July 26...Sutton pitched for the Dodgers from 
1966-80 and 1988 and is the Los Angeles all-time leader in wins (233), 
strikeouts (2696), games (550), games started (533), shutouts (52} 
and complete games (156)...Jarrin was the 4th Dodger broadcaster, 
and only second Spanish-speaking broadcaster in baseball history, to 
gain induction into the Hall of Fame's broadcast wing as a recipient of 
the Ford C, Frick Award. 


NO. 20 RETIRED: The Dodgers retired Don Sutton'’s No. 20 jersey 
during a pre-game ceremony on August 14 prior to the Dodgers-Braves 
game...Sutton became the 10th player in club history to have his jersey 
retired, joining Pee Wee Reese (No. 1), Tormmy Lasorda (No. 2), Duke 
Snider (No, 4), Jim Gilliam (No. 19), Walter Alston (No. 24), Sandy 
Koufax (No. 32), Roy Campanella (No. 39), Jackie Robinson (No. 42) 
and Don Drysdale (No. 53). 


DODGER ALL-STARS: Gary Sheffield and Jeff Shaw represented the 
Dodgers at the All-Star Game in Denver...Sheffield, making his fourth 
All-Star appearance, popped out as a pinch hitter in his only at- 
bat...Shaw, in his first All-Star Game, allowed one run on three hits in 
1.0 inning of relief.,.Shaw made his Dodger debut in the Mid-Summer 
Classic, becoming the first player to be selected to the All-Star Game 
with one team and play in the game for another team. 


HONOR ROLL; Chan Ho Park was named the N.L.’s Pitcher of the Month 
in July for the first time in his career after compiling a 4-0 record and 1.05 
ERA (5 ER/42.1 IP) with 34 strikeouts in six starts...Park was the first 
Dodger pitcher to win monthly honors since Hideo Nomo in September 
1996...Raul Mondesi was named the N.L. Player of the Week for the week 
ending July 5 after batting .462 (12-for-26) with two home runs, seven 
RBI, eight runs, three triples, two doubles and 26 total bases...it was the 
second time in his career he has won the weekly award (April 25-30.

The 1999 spring training season marks the Dodgers’ 51st year at 
Dodgertown in Vero Beach, FL, and the 48th season at Holman Stadium. 

The Dodgers first set up camp in Vero Beach in 1948 at the invitation of 
local businessman Bud Holman after the city needed a tenant to occupy the 
former World War II naval air station. For his efforts, the Dodgers named 
their spring training stadium after Holman. The 6,500-seat Holman Stadium 
opened on March 11, 1953 against the Philadelphia Athletics. The facility 
also includes a row of outdoor indoor batting cages and six practice fields. 

Dodgertown, as it came to be known after 600 players spent the first 
spring training there 50 years ago, has undergone many changes through 
the years. A modern 90-unit housing facility replaced the old military 
barracks. A 23,000 square-foot administration building was constructed in 
1974 on the site of the former headquarters building. The structure 
includes a major league clubhouse, minor league clubhouse, medical 
department, dining room, kitchen, main lobby, broadcasting studio, photo 
dark room, interview room, stadium club lounge, media workroom, two train- 
ing rooms, two equipment rooms and a commercial laundry room. 

In 1990, Dodgertown unveiled a new 15,000 square-foot multi-purpose 
building that houses four indoor batting tunnels, an exercise room 
containing the latest in training equipment, a video room to be used by 
Dodger instructors as a teaching area and baseball administrative offices for 
Dodger executives during spring training. The offices are also used as meet- 
ing rooms for conferences throughout the year. 

The Dodgers also completed a $1 million renovation to Dodgertown in 
1997. The renovation included an addition to the complex that houses the 
major league clubhouse, a new clubhouse and golf cart storage facility at 
Dodgertown Golf Club, the addition of a new umpires room and minor 
league equipment storage facility and additional office space to the confer- 
ence center. 

In addition to the four projects, Dodgertown upgraded the indoor batting 
cages and playing fields and created a new private pitching mound next to 
the pitching strings area. Underground wiring was installed to eliminate al! 
overhead wiring and a new media room was constructed adjacent to the 
lounge for all working media. 

Even the recreation facilities at Dodgertown have undergone radical 
change since the initial spring camp. Two golf courses — an 18-hole course 
called Dodger Pines Country Club and a nine-hole layout called Dodgertown 
Golf Club — outline the complex. The Pines’ clubhouse is complete with lock- 
er rooms, dining room, lounge and pro shop. 

Dodger personnel also have the use of a swimming pool, four all-weather 
tennis courts, game room and movie theater. 

Dodgertown, the only privately owned training camp in the country, also 
includes 60 acres of citrus groves, 45 residences on the golf course perime- 
ler and a conference center. Since 1965, the Dodgers have purchased 450 
acres from the city of Vero Beach. 

Dodgertown also remains open throughout the year as a conference 
center managed by Harrison Conference Centers. The conference center is 
designed to provide the proper environment for business meetings and the 
most intensive learning objectives. There are 20 specially-designed meeting 
rooms, featuring the latest in audio-visual equipment. The recreation pro- 
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Spring Trainin 


gram includes golf, tennis, baseball, swimming, basketball, volleyball and 
jogging trails. Dodgertown has more than 250 employees and can 
accommodate up to 180 conferees. 

international visits have become a tradition at Dodgertown. The Dodgers 
have hosted a professional team from Asia on 12 different occasions. The 
Samsung Lions professional baseball team from Taegu, Korea trained at 
Dodgertown in 1985, 1992, 1993, 1995 and 1997. In addition to the 
Lions’ five visits, the Tokyo Giants trained in Vero Beach in 1961, 1967, 
1971, 1975 and 1981. The Chunichi Dragons from Nagoya, Japan trained 
at Dodgertown in 1988. In 1999, Taiwan's Sinon Bulls became the 12th 
Asian and first Taiwanese team to train at Dodgertown when they began a 
week of workouts on February 5. 

In February 1996, the Los Angeles Dodgers also welcomed the baseball 
team from Hanyang University in Seoul, Korea, marking the first time a Kore- 
an university team trained in the United States and the second time overall 
an amateur college team trained at Dodgertown. Waseda University, one of 
Japan's leading universities, was the first university to join the Dodgers’ 
players and staff at Vero Beach in 1995. 

The Dodgers have also entertained representatives from all over the 
globe, including hosting the Nigerian National Youth Team in 1992. 

Dodgertown has been utilized by numerous NFL teams, including the 
Philadelphia Eagles in preparation for the playoffs in 1995. The Kansas City 
Chiefs, Buffalo Bills, New Orleans Saints, New England Patriots, Cleveland 
Browns and Green Bay Packers have also utilized the facilities for training. 
Dodgertown became the home to the University of Miami football team prior 
to its regular season opener after Hurricane Andrew devastated the Florida 
coast in 1993. The Ohio State Buckeyes trained at Dodgertown prior to the 
1995 Citrus Bowl. The Dodgers also hold a rookie camp following the June 
First-Year Player Draft each year. 

Dodgertown also hosts annual adult fantasy baseball camps in November 
and February, featuring instruction by former Dodger greats and Hall of 
Famers. 

The 1999 season will also mark the 20th year that Vero Beach has 
served as the summer home of the Dodgers’ Single-A Florida State League 
affiliate. In one of the smallest towns in the country with a professional 
baseball club (population 17,350), the Vero Beach Dodgers set the club 
attendance record after drawing 95,300 fans over 63 home games in 1991. 
Holman Stadium was also the site of the 1991 Florida State League All-Star 
Game.

125 games on the disabled list with 2 different injuries.

Had the most prolific campaign of his major league career in his first season 
with the Dodgers...batted .298 with 9 doubles, a triple, 7 home runs, 18 RBI 
and 29 runs scored in 94 games.

went 8-7 with 3 complete games, one shutout and a 4.57 ERA. 

Went 7-3 with a 4.05 ERA in 20 starts with the Dodgers after he was acquired 
along with right-hander Greg McMichael from New York on June 4 for right- 
handers Hideo Nomo and Brad Clontz...was 1-4 with a 5.68 ERA in 10 starts 
with the Mets.

with 26 doubles, 5 triples, 30 home runs, 90 RBI and 16 stolen bases...led 
the Dodgers in nearly every offensive category, including games, at-bats 
(580), runs (85), hits (162), total bases (288), doubles, triples, home runs 
and RBI.

DODGERS’ 1998 MINOR LEAGUE RECAP 


For the 22nd consecutive season, a Dodger minor league affiliate 
qualified for postseason play as three of the organization's nine minor 
league clubs competed in the playoffs. The Dodgers’ minor league 
system posted a .478 winning percentage with a combined 432-471 
record. Individually, nine Dodger minor leaguers were named to 
postseason All-Star teams and six players were ranked among the top 
10 prospects in their respective leagues by Baseball America. 

Double-A San Antonio, the defending Texas League Champions, lost 
to Wichita, 3-2, in the league's semifinals. Rookie Great Falls lost to 
Lethbridge, 2-1, in the Pioneer League semifinals and Santo Domingo 2 
was defeated, 3-2, by Athletics West in the Dominican Summer League 
finals. 

Catcher Angel Pena was named the Dodgers’ Minor League Player of 
the Year after batting .335 with 22 home runs and 105 RBI. The Texas 
League All-Star was also ranked the seventh-best prospect in the 
league by Baseball America. 

Right-handed pitcher Luke Prokopec was named the Dodgers’ Minor 
League Pitcher of the Year in just his first fullseason as a pitcher. The 
converted outfielder posted a combined record of 11-5 with a 2.44 ERA 
while pitching for San Antonio (3-0, 1.38 ERA) and San Bernardino (8- 
5, 2.69 ERA).

BROOKLYN AND LOS ANGELES ALL-TIME ROSTER 


Brooklyn, an incubator of baseball in the pre-Civil War era, had such 
strong clubs as the Atlantics, Eckfords and Excelsiors and didn’t take to pro- 
fessional baseball until joining the American Association in 1884. The AA 
champs of 1889 had so many newlyweds on the roster they were known as 
the Bridegrooms. The club moved into the National League the following year 
and became dubbed the Trolley Dodgers because of the maze of Streetcar 
tracks in the borough. The name shortened to Dodgers and became perma- 
nent, although during the managerial tenure of Ned Hanlon (1899-1905) it 
was changed to Superbas, and in Wilbert Robinson's reign (1914-1931 ) the 
team was often referred to as the Robins. But the name Dodgers Is associ 
ated with some of baseball's all-time greats,

RULES OF INTEREST 


Player Limits: 40 until Opening Day, when the number must be reduced 
to 25 until September 1, when It increases to 40 again. 

Batting Average: Divide the number of at-bats into the number of hits, 
Highest batting average and 502 at-bats qualifies for the batting champi- 
onship. 

Earned Run Average: Multiply the number of earned runs by 9; take that 
number and divide it by the number of innings pitched. Lowest ERA and 162 
or more innings pitched qualifies for the ERA title. 

Slugging Percentage: Divide the total bases of all safe hits by the total 
times at bat (at-bats do not include walks, sacrifices, hit by pitch or times 
awarded first base because of interference or obstruction), 

Fielding Average: Divide the total putouts and assists by the total num 
ber of putouts, assists and errors, 

On-Base Percentage: Add the total number of hits, walks and hit by pitch: 
es and divide by the total of at-bats, walks, hit by pitches and sacrifice flies. 

Winning Percentage: Divide the number of games won by the total 
games won and lost. 

Consecutive Hitting Streaks: A consecutive hitting streak shall not be 
terminated if the plate appearance results in a base on balls, hit batsman, 
defensive interference or a sacrifice bunt_ A sacrifice fly shall terminate the 
streak, 

Consecutive-Game Playing Streak: A conseculive-game playing streak 
shall be extended if the player plays one half-inning on defense or if he com- 
pletes a time at bat by reaching base or being pul out. A pinch-running 
appearance shall not extend the streak. If a player is ejected from a game by 
an umpire before he can comply with the requirements of this rule, his 
streak shall continue. 

Trading Regulations: Players are available on waivers in reverse order of 
standings, at the time waivers expire, if more than 30 days after the start of 
the season; otherwise in reverse order of standings at close of the preced- 
ing season. 

Trading Deadline: The trading deadline is July 31. Waivers are required 
for any inter- or intra-major league assignment during the period beginning 
August 1 and ending at 5 p.m. (Eastern) the day after the end of the season. 
During the 10 months of the year, no waivers are needed. The waiver periods 
are: November 11 to 30th day of season, 31st day of season to July 31. and 
August 1-November 10. 

Magic Number: Determine the number of games yet to be played, add 
one, then subtract the number of games ahead in the loss column of the 
standings from the closest opponent. 

Major League Year: 172 days constitute a full year in the major 
leagues, 

Night Game: Any game that is scheduled for a 5 p.m. (local) start or 
later.

JIM MURRAY 


The Dodger organization lost a longtime friend last season when 
Los Angeles Times columnist Jim Murray passed away on August 16 
at the age of 78. 

During his 37-year career at the Times, the Pulitzer Prize winner 
entertained generations with his unique style of sportswriting. 
Murray's style was that of one-liners mixed with hyperbole. When 
describing Dodger rookie Frank Howard, Murray proclaimed the 6- 
foot-7, 255-pound outfielder as “the most awesome _ public 
monument since Mt. Rushmore.” 

Murray was inducted into the National Baseball Hall of Fame in 
1977 and was named America’s best sportswriter by the National 
Association of Sportscasters and Sportswriters 14 times. 

“He was a great writer and a great friend,” Dodger Hall of Fame 
pitcher Sandy Koufax said. “He was a man who managed to see the 
humor in both himself and those he wrote about.”
